S*ate Flares Must be Used 

When Trucks Are Parked 

Overnight on Hills 

Police Chief Wm. Antle has re¬ 
ceived complaints from citizens 
protesting against trucks being 
parked over night on the sides 
of hills or sloping streets. 

The practice of parking their 
cars on grades has been indulg¬ 
ed in in recent weeks due to the 
fairly severe weather and that 
fact that the trucks are easier 
to start in the morning when 
they have a chance to coast for 
a short distance. 

However no owner has both¬ 
ered to purchase flares to burn 
during the darkness of night 
with the result that they are 
breaking the law as laid out by 
the provincial Vehicles & Traf¬ 
fic Act. Parked trucks are con¬ 
sidered a hazard to other traffic 
when left on the crest of a hill 
especially when they are near a 
sharp corner. 

Police Chief Antle asks that 
truck drivers refrain from fur¬ 
ther indulging in this practice 
as the trucks could be damaged 
themselves or cause damage to 
other vehicles.

Exchanges to be 
Built Soon 


Burns & Dutton, Calgary con¬ 
tractors, have a crew of con¬ 
struction workers in the pass to 
build and enlarge telephone ex¬ 
changes in Bellevue, Blairmore 
and Coteraaa: 

Less than two weeks the crew 
started to add an extention to 
the Blairmore Exchange which 
will still be the Pass’ main tele¬ 
phone exchange. The Exchange 
will be enlarged 25’ x 18’ and 
will help house additional 
equipment. 

Sub - Telephone Exchanges 
will be built in both Coleman 
and Bellevue preparatory to the 
new telephone equipment which 
is expected to be installed here 
late in 1949. 

In Coleman the vacant lot 
next to-the Aboussafy store was 
purchased last year by the Al¬ 
berta Government Telephones. 
While the local exchange must 
abide by local fire laws it has 
been stated on occasion the 
building will definitely not be 
an ostensive one.

According to telephone offi¬ 
cials it is not expected that the 
new equipment will be installed 
until late in 1949 everything de¬ 
pending on the date of delivery 
which the factorys can ship 
the equipment from their 
p’ants.

If the price of coal for heat 
ing and as industrial fuel gets 
out of line with the cost of oil 
fuel from our rapidly expand 
ing fields we can see breakers 
ahead for the Alberta coal 
mine industry.

By the same token we 
suggest that what is happen¬ 
ing in the oil industry in this 
province is of No. 1 import¬ 
ance to the miners.

Pass motorists will view with 
alarm the two accidents which 
occurred this weekend on the 
highway when two motorists 
collided with two horses roam¬ 
ing at large in the dark of eve¬ 
ning on the main Highway.

brutes starve to death due to 
the severe weather.

COAL CRISIS IS FORSEEN 
—MUCH ANXIETY 

Greater interest in substitute 
fuels was sweeping western 
Canada today along with the 
fear that a serious strike of coal 
miners might develop as a re¬ 
sult of the demands made by 
District 18, United Mine Work¬ 
ers of America, in taking initial 
steps for a new working agree¬ 
ment with both domestic and 
steam coal mine operators. 

Many coal companies receiv¬ 
ed the news of the miner’s un¬ 
ion demands with bitter pro¬ 
tests that the price of coal was 
already excessive and that 
granting the new demands 
would further boost the price 
of coal by considerably more 
than $1 per ton. Some coal 
users also protested on the 
grounds that coal minem al¬ 
ready receive the highest aver¬ 
age wages of any industry. 

Middle of Month 
The present working agree¬ 
ment. reached after a strike of 
five weeks at the beginning of 
1948, expires at the middle of 
next month and in seeking a 
new agreement, union officials 
asked for daily wage increases 
ranging from $2.50 to $3, boost¬ 
ing colliery payments into the 
miners’ welfare fund from the 
present five cents to 20 cents 
per ton, continuation of the 40- 
hour week but with pay at the 
rate of time-and-a-half when 
miners work on Saturdays, Sun¬ 
days or any holidays. 

More than 10,000 miners in 
Alberta, British Columbia and 
Saskatchewan are involved, 
about 4,000 of them in southern 
Alberta.

Order Royal Purple 
Disposes Of Special 
Benefit Fund 

Eighteen months ago the 
Order of the Royal Purple, 
Coleman Lodge, took upon 
itself the task of raising sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars with 
which to send an ailing Cole¬ 
man child to Rochester where 
it would have the opportunity 
of receiving the aid of modern 
medical science. The amount 
collected totalled $462.67. 

Through the courtesy of 
Mayo Brothers only a token 
charge plus transportation 
was taken from the fund thus 
a balance of $232.56 was left 
after the child had been re¬ 
turned to its parents. 

The Lodge did not wish to 
keep this fund indefinitely 
since it was raised by public 
subscription so it was unani¬ 
mously agreed by the mem 
bers that the Lodge commit 
itself to the furnishing of the 
waiting room of the Crows 
Nest Pass Municipal Hospital 
and in this manner place the 
money in an institution where 
all, at some time or another, 
would derive some benefit 
from the money so donated. 

While the cost of the fur¬ 
nishings will more than ab¬ 
sorb the balance left in this 
Fund the members have a 


greed to pay the balance from 
the Lodge’s general fund. 

The Order of the Royal 
Purple sincerely hopes that 
its action in thus disposing 
of the money raised by public 
subscription meets with the 
approval of the vast majority 
of local contributors. 

Council Objects To 
New Beer Delivery 
Policy 

Coleman Town Council has 
taken objection to the new 
policy which is to be inaugur¬ 
ated by the Alberta Brewers’ 
Agents Ltd. in respect to lo¬ 
cal beer deliveries on Jan. 15. 

The policy is to dispense 
with the services of Mr. Joe 
Plant, who has be n making 
deliveries during the past sev¬ 
eral years and replace him 
with a truck and deliveryman 
from Blairmore. 

In a letter to the Brewers’ 
Agents council states that it 
does not condone the policy 
soon to be adopted by the 
former and it suggests that 
the Brewers’ Agents’ decision 
be re considered and that a 
Coleman man be employed to 
distribute beer in Coleman 
rather than have a man from 
another community come in 
to do this work. 


Annual Meeting 
St Alban's 
Congregation 

The annual meeting of the 
congregation of St. Alban’s 
church was held in the parish 
hall immediately after service 
last Sunday evening with thirty 
persons present. The vicar re¬ 
viewed the condition of the par¬ 
ish. Due to frequent changes of 
vicars and long periods when 
the church was closed, the par¬ 
ish was badly run down. It had 
been kept alive mainly through 
the efforts of Mr. F. Graham 
and the Ladies’ Guild who had 
borne a heavy burden almost 
alone for a very long time. Now 
there seemed to be signs that 
conditions were improving. The 
attendance at services was in¬ 
creasing. The Women’s Associa¬ 
tion had been formed and was 
drawing many more women in¬ 
to the active life and work of 
the church. The monthly social 
evenings in the parish hall were 
helping. A group of men had 
come together and undertaken 
a canvass of parishioners to 
clear off outstanding debts. Mr. 
Sid Short had accepted the of¬ 
fice of vicar’s warden. 

It would be an uphill task 
through 1949, but prospects 
were greatly improved. We 
needed a vestry to advise and 
assist the vicar and wardens, 
and larger and more regular 
financial contributions through 
the Sunday offertory. We must 
also try to win back our mem¬ 
bers who have lapsed and to 
draw into the church’s fellow¬ 
ship those who have no living 
affiliations with any Christian 
body. Our motto must be a 
three-fold one of worship, giv¬ 
ing, and working. If every mem¬ 
ber of the congregation throws 


himself whole-heartedly into 
this program, there is no doubt 
whatever that we can make our 
parish strong and successful. 

Mr. Frank Graham then pre¬ 
sented the financial report. This 
showed all regular parish obli¬ 
gations paid in full, and a small 
balance in hand. Several bills 
outstanding on the furnace and 
construction of the coal bin in 
the Vicarage were almost cov¬ 
ered by contributions received 
from the men’s canvass and 
further contributions that had 
been promised would enable 
these bills to be met in full. 

Mrs. Henry Lloyd presented 
the report of the Ladies’ Guild 
which showed a very active and 
successful year. The ladies had 
done a great deal of improve¬ 
ment and redecoration to the 
Vicarage, paid for the janitor 
and other running expenses of 
the church and hall and ended 
the year with a substantial bal¬ 
ance on hand. 

The report of the Women’s 
Association was presented by 
Mrs. A. J. Tiberghien. During 
the short time since their for¬ 
mation, these ladies have ac¬ 
quired a good balance on hand 
as well as contributing to sev¬ 
eral projects in the parish. They 
have also personally undertaken 
the cleaning of the church and 
the arranging of the monthly 
parish socials. 

The S.S. report was presented 
by Mrs. Penney. It showed an 
active year, with all accounts 
paid and a small balance on 
hand. 

Mr. Dewdney reported on the 
state of the choir At present 
there is a small children’s choir. 
There is prospect in the near' 
future of forming an adult 
choir which will be a great 
strength to the services of the 
church. 

Mr. Dewdney then appointed 
Mr. Sid Short as vicar’s warden 
for 1949. 

Mr. F Graham was nominat¬ 
ed as people’s warden, and it 


was obvious that it was the un¬ 
animous desire of all present 
that he should continue in the 
position he has so capably filled 
for many years. Mr. Graham 
thanked those present for their 
confidence in him, but asked 
that he be released from the 
position. In view of his long 
years of service as people’s war¬ 
den and the heavy nature of 
his duties as postmaster, he 
asked that someone else might 
be found to take over the work. 
The Vicar, Mr Short, and many 
members of the congregation 
expressed their great regret, 
and it was decided that the 
matter of people’s warden 
should be left to the Vestry to 
decide upon. 

The following were elected 
members of the Vestry: W 
Martland, Harold Turner, Rob¬ 
ert Lloyd, Jack Derbyshire 
Maurice Cooke, Geo. Morgan. 

Sid Short and F. Graham 
were elected delegates to Synod 
with Mr. Martland and Mr. 
Turner as substitutes. 

Mr. Sid Short in a lively and 
earnest address presented the 
budget for the coming year. He 
urged that the general running 
expenses of the church should 
be taken care of by the weekly 
offerings of the people through 
the envelope system. This would 
release the women’s organiza¬ 
tions to take care of repairs and 
improvements and other hew 
work. Mr Graham also spoke 
in favor of regular, systematic 
giving through the envelopes 
which ensured the church a re¬ 
gular income There was some 
discussion on the envelope sys¬ 
tem, and it was decided to leave 
the matter to the Vestry to act 
upon. 

Votes of thanks were passed 
to McGillivray and Internation¬ 
al coal companies for gifts of 
coal, to the Coleman Journal 
and Pass Herald for publishing 
church notices, and to the 
Ladies’ Guild, the Women’s As¬ 
sociation, the organist, the S.S. 


teachers, and all others who 
have assisted in the work of the 
parish. 

After the meeting the ladies 
of the parish served refresh¬ 
ments, and in this pleasant way 
a very successful and encour¬ 
aging meeting came to an end.

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A Tenth Province 


ANOTHER MILESTONE IN CANADA’S history will be marked shortly 
when Newfoundland officially becomes a part of the Dominion. The Do¬ 
minion was originally planned to be a union of all parts of British North 
America but neither at the time of the confederation of the four colonies 
in 1867 nor in the succeeding years when the five other provinces were 
created, did Newfoundland show any serious interest in becoming a part 
of Canada. The matter was discussed in the year 1895, but no action was 
taken and it was subsequently dropped. When it does officially become the 
tenth province it will mark what has been referred to as the "rounding out 
of confederation”, and Canada will welcome the people of Newfoundland 
to join them in building a greater and more prosperous nation. 


Criticism In 
Both Countries 


Inevitably many difficulties arose in the process 
of arriving at terms for the union which were 
acceptable to both Canada and Newfoundland. 
However, final settlement has been reached and 
there is no reason to believe that any serious difficulties will arise in the 
future. There have been elements in both countries who have opposed the 
union, and one representative of Newfoundland who came to Canada to 
take part in the making of the final arrangements refused to sign the 
agreement. However, it is to be hoped that these who have criticized the 
joining of the two countries will before long see the advantages of union, 
which have been proved over the years by the success of the federation of 
the other nine provinces. 

The people of Newfoundland will soon share 
New Resources the benefits of unemployment insurance, family 
Anri Inrluctripc allowances and other provisions made by the Do- 
Ana inaUSTries m j n j 0n government for the health and welfare of 
the people. They will, on the other hand, bring to Canada additional rev¬ 
enue in the form of taxation, and their industrial and natural resources. 
Fishing is one of Newfoundland's principal industries and when it is joined 
with that of the other provinces it will make Canada the leader of all other 
countries in the fishing industry. Newfoundland also manufactures pulp 
and paper, and copper, gold, asbestos, nickel and other minerals of com' 
mercial value are located there, Canadians will in future be concerned wit! 
the development of the resources and industries of this new province, and 
the people of Newfoundland will, in turn, be interested in the progress of 
the Dominion as a whole. Any large adjustment of this kind inevitably 
involves difficulties but there is little doubt but that future events will show 
that there are many advantages for both parties in union, and that there 
will eventually be general satisfaction over the addition of this tenth prov¬ 
ince to the Dominion of Canada.

West Provinces 
Seeking 24-Foot 
Highways 

VICTORIA, B.C. — Western Can¬ 
ada, in planning future main high¬ 
ways, envisions 24-foot traffic widths 
as a minimum, declared Hon. E. C. 
Carson, minister of public works, 
discussing the recent highway con¬ 
ference held at Ottawa. 

The minister would not hazard a 
guess, nor make a prediction as to 
the final results of the Ottawa meet¬ 
ing. Nothing will be known until 
the Dominion has studied the pro¬ 
posals offered, he said. 

Mr. Carson, however, was enthusi¬ 
astic over the fact that the west had 
shown unity of action in urging Fed¬ 
eral aid in caring for Canadian main 
highway traffic across the Dominion. 

"It was evident that the western 
provinces were also a unit in prepar¬ 
ing for the future, and I was delight¬ 
ed to find that a minimum traffic 
surface of 24 feet was accepted as 
the standard. In Ontario, however, 
they have adopted 22 feet, while the 
Maritimes are content with 20 feet 
widths. It is unfortunate that a suffi¬ 
cient width to care for heavy traffic, 
such as trailers, big buses and trucks 
should not be adopted for the whole 
of Canada,” lie said.

REGINA.—A $2 million deal, in¬ 
volving sale of 150 carloads of vege¬ 
table oil and 300 carloads of meal to 
the United States army for delivery 
n Western Germany, has been ne- 
[otiated by J. G. Ross, manager of 
Prairie Vegetable Oil Co., Moose Jaw. 

The oil and cake, to be sold 
through the Economic Co-operation 
Department at Washington, will be 
processed at the Moose Jaw plant 
and at the crushing mill of the Sask¬ 
atchewan Wheft Pool in Saskatoon. 
It is to be delivered by April 30. 

The total contract involves the 
processing of 35 million lb. of rape 
seed, which will produce 4,000 tons 
of oil and 8,000 tons of meal. The 
is to be used in the manufactur¬ 
ing of margarine and shorfening in 
the western zone of Germany. 

The plant is handling 115,000 lb. 
of rape seed daily. Shipments under 
the contract will start immediately.

MELITA, Man. —With the heavy

The Melita 
branch of the Game and Fish asso¬ 
ciation plans to institute a pro¬ 
gramme of winter feeding along the 
lines carried out last year. Officials 
of the branch state that while prai¬ 
rie chicken will be all right until 
spring, the heavy mow makes it dif¬ 
ficult for pheasants and Hungarian 
partridges to find food. They are 
asking farmers to place a wagon 
gear or hay rack with some grain 
on them near a wind break or bluff. 


Expect 70,000 
Barrels Of Oil 
A Day By 1950 


Alberta oil production by 1950 is 
anticipated at about 70,000 barrels a 
day, sufficient to supply the needs of 
the three Prairie Provinces and thus 
eliminate all imports into that area, 
Dr. Oliver B. Hopkins, vice-president 
of Imperial Oil, Ltd., told the Royal 
Canadian Institute. 

The saving in foreign exchange as 
the result of the discovery of the 
Leduc and Redwater fields exceeds 
$100,000 a day, at the rate of ap¬ 
proximately $40 millions a year. 
With steadily increasing production, 
the saving in foreign exchange, with- 
few years, will increase to $100 
million or more a year, Mr. Hopkins 
tid.
